Well, our Accommodator is very willing out of civility 
and for the ſake of peace, to yield this point, That the 
Title of a Papiſt Miſrepreſented, is not to be taken in its 
firit and proper ſence, as Miſrepreſenting ſignifies down- 
right Lying, or falſly charging of matter of fa} ; but 1 \its

in them a great jealouſie and ſuſpicion of their former 
Teachers ; for men will not eaſily truſt thoſe who have

ment which the Grime of which they bear witneſs did deſerve-.

But toclear my ſelf as well as I can; beſides this,that- 


I am. not conſcious to my ſelf of any miſrepreſenting. | 
muſt tell him once more , that in a ſtri 

ſence, to miſrepreſent relates only to matter of fa&t; 
when we charge men with ſaying and doing what they 


never ſaid or did, as our Accommodater conteſles ; and in- 
this ſence I have already proved., that we are no Miſre-- 


preſenters;and at laſt,ifI underſtand him, he confeſſes that 
'we are not ; but then he tells us; that to miſrepreſent, in a 


larger and leſs-proper ſence , ſignifies alſo to put a falſe 
conſtruQion on things: As for inſtance, to fay that to- 


Worſhip Saints and Angels, and the Virgin Mary, as pra- 
Ctiſed by: the Church of Rome, is to give the Worſhip of 
God to Creatures ; and that their Image-Worſhip is

their denying the Cup to the Laity is contrary to the in- 
ſtitution.of our Saviour, and their Latine Service is a 


very unreaſonable Worſhip, and deſtruQtive of the edifi-. 


cation of the Church, &c. Now though we do not charge 
them falſly in theſc caſes as to matter of fact, for they do

I grant even.this. * 
may be called Miſrepreſenting, for 'tis to call good evil, {= 
and evil good ,. light darkneſs, and darkneſs light ; and. # 
whoever 15 guilty of this kind of Miſrepreſentation , is | 
guilty of a very great Sin, and does great miſchief in the + | 
World, not by talſifying matters of act, but as much as - 
in him lies, by. changing the nature of things. | 
And upon theſe terms the diſpute of Miſrepreſenting 
may be eaſily accommodated: Let him plainly confels, 
that we are not Miſrepreſenters in the firſt ſenſe; that we 
do not falſly charge any Doctrines or Prattices on the 
Church of Rome, . which ſhe diſowns; that we do not. 
teach our People, that the Church of Rowe believes or 
practices, otherwiſe than ſhe does,and we will give him 
leave to call us Miſreprefenters ſtill, it he can ſhew that 
we charge their DoCEtrines-or Practices with ſuch guilt as 
they donot deſerve. | 
But it is by no means a ſufficient anſwer. to this Charge 
to call us Lyars, which for ought I can ſee , is all we are 
like to get in Anſwer-from this man. Of all the ſeveral 
projeCts for ending Controverſie, the moſt effeftual that 
Tever yet heard. of, is that which our Author hath ſet on 
foot : For he would now infinuate, that he has vindicated : 
the Church of Rome from our Miſrepreſenting, not'one- | 
ly matter of FaCt, but the guilt we charge them with up-!. 
| on thoſe matters that are confeſſed by themſelves. Now IE: 
| have ſhewn him as well as I could, that ſome of their con 
|  feſſed Doctrines are falſe, and ſomeof their. confeſſed Praz 
Aices are unlawful,and that their beſt Apologies for thenſt 
are inſufficient.

And yetl think an indifferent Reader may obſerve 
that his faſtning the Lye upon us, for Miſrepreſenting 
them in the leſs-proper ſenſe, as he pretends we do, is 
but an after-game to which he is reduced by the extremi- 
ty of a bad Cauſe. . | 
The defign of our Author in his Twofold Chara&er of 
a Papiſt, was to perſwade our People, that we were Miſ- 
repreſenters in the firft and moſt. proper Senſe; that we 


had belyed the Church of Rome, with imputing ſuch Do» ' 


Arines to her, as ſhedid not own ; aq this all men, that 
ever I met with, underſtood to be the deſign of it: But 
ſince he cannot make good his Charge againſt us, he will 
now make good his: Title of . Miſrepreſenting in a leſs- 
proper Senſe, not that we miſreport the Doctrines and 
Practices of their Church, but that we unjuſtly condemn 
them; and though we will rather allow him to call this 
Miſreprefenting, than diſpute about a word, yet if this 


be all he intended to acquaint the World, that Proteſtants © 


think worfe of.Popery , than Papiſts do, it was a 
wonderful difcovery ; and he took as notable a way to 
reQifie ſuch miſ-apprehenſions. He diſclaims all diſpu- 
ting, and thinks to confute Proteſtant Miſrepreſentati- 
ons, by giving onely a true CharaCter of a Papiſt, with 
reference to his Faith and PraGtice, out of the moſt av- 
chentick Records of their Church : Now if the Miſreprc- 
ſentation does not concern matter of Fact, but only mens 
judgments and opinions about ſuch matters, how can a 

meer 
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meer CharaCter retifiy ſuch Miſrepreſentations > When 
we know, what the DoQtrine and Pratice of the Church 
of Rome is, and yet think very ill of it ; Can the meer re- 
lating what the Doctrine and Practice of the Church 
of Rome 1s, cure our ill opinion of it ? And yet this is all 
the buſineſs of - a CharaCer to tell"'us, what a Papiſt is, 


which might indeed reconcile usto Popery, had we diſlik- 


ed Popery onely becauſe' we did not underſtand it, or 
took it to be ſomething more formidable than it is, but 
cannot cure ſuch diſlikes as ariſe from a true underſtand- 


ing of Popery. 


Heappeals to the Definitions of the Councils of Trent, 


and the Biſhop of Condom's Expofition, &c. to vindicate 


Popery. from the Miſrepreſentations of Proteſtants; that 
is, to:ſhow us what the genuine DoCtrines of Popery are : 
And hew:can this confute our Miſrepreſentations, unleſs 
by Miſrepreſenting he underſtood Miſrepreſenting mat- 
ter of Fa -charging ſuch DoErines on their Church as 
were never decreed by their Councils, nor owned by their 
moſt 'aythentick Expoſitors? For the Authority of the 
Caquncil of Trent is nothing to us, any otherwiſe than as 
we own if to; be the: Rule and Standard of the' Romiſh 
Faith ; and therefore he.can' prove nothing againſt us 
out of the Council of 7rext, but onely that thoſe are not 
the Dodrines of the Church of Rowe, which we fay are, 
and this - cannot confute Proteſtant Miſrepreſentations of 
Popery, unleſs our Miſrepreſentations conſift in charging . ' 
them with ſych Doctrines as their Church and Councils 
do not own. | | "og 
And therefore, though he is now willing to grant, that 
weare not Miſrepreſenters, as that ſignifies, down-right - 
Lyers, who charge the Church of Rome with Believing 
and Practifing what ſhe does not, yet it is apparent, that 
this was what he intended in his Title of a Papiſt Miſre-

preſented, toaccuſe Proteſtants of charging Papiſts with 
ſuch DoEtrines and PraQices as they -do not own ; and if

| this be not the intent and deſign of his Book , there is a 


great deal leſs Senſe in it,then I thought there had been. 
For if by Miſrepreſenting he only meant:, that we 


| reproach and calumniate the DoCtrines and PraQtices of 


the Church of Rome ,, and charge them with ſuch guilt 
as they do not deſerve , not that we charge them talſly 
with ſuch DoGrines and Practices as they do not own, 


| (as he now would have it; ) though I grant this may 


be called Miſrepreſenting, if the charge be falſe, yet it is 
not ſuch a Miſrepreſenting as 1s confuted only by a Cha- 
rater, or by true Repreſenting ; it is wholly matter off” 
Diſpute, as I have often told him ; for he muſtnot think 
that we Proteſtapts ſhall believe ever the better of Pope- 
ry, becauſe he profeſles to believe very well of it, in his 
Character of - a Papiſt Repreſented. [ate 2} 

If he will vindicate the Do&trines and Pradtices of the 
Church of Rowe from that guilt, which Proteſtants charge 
on it ; if he will juſtifie the Worſhip of Saints and Angels 
ang.Images, 'Tranſubſtantmation , the Adoration of the 
Hoſt, half Communion,Prayers in an Unknown Tongue, | 
Sc. and prove us to be Miſreprefenters, he muſt quit 
his retreat of Charafer-making , and fairly diſpute the 
points.in queſtion, whichis the way the generous Advo- 
cates of the Church of Rome havealways taken;to defend 
her, by the Authority of Scriptures, Fathers, Councils, 
and here we are ready to joyn iſſue with them. 

And thus, for.ought I ſee, this Controverſie isat an 
end , though he had not charged us with Lying ; for 
whatever he at firſt pretended, he grants now, that'we 
are not in a_ ſtrict and proper ſence Miſrepreſenters x 
and thus farewel to Charafter-making, ſince Papiſts and 


\ Proteſtants, who underſtand theſe matters are in the

main agreed, what the CharaQter of a Papiſt is, though - 
they differ in their opinions about him, which cannever 
be decided by CharaCters,but by Reaſon and Argument. 
And yet our Author,after all his pretences to an Amicable 
Accommodation , 1s unwilling the matter ſhould end 
thus, at leaſt unleſs we will acknowledge out ſelves ve- 
ry much beholden to his good nature for. it : Why, © 
what is the matter now 2 Have I not plainly proved, 
that we are not Miſrepreſenters in the ſtri& and pro- 
per notion of Mifrepreſenting 2 That wedo not charge 
the Church of Rome with any matter of Fat, with a- 
ny Do&rines or Practices which ſhe does not own ? 
And can we Miſrepreſent them, when we charge them L 
with nothing that is falſe; Yes, he ſays, my principle, p. x. 
that there can be no Miſrepreſenting , where there is an a- 
greement in matter of fait, has more of the counterfeit 
7n it than true ſtandard; i ſuppoſed to be. cergain , but 

' without the ſupport of Authority or Reaſon : That is, 
though we charge the Church of Rome with nothing 

. but what ſhe her ſelf owns ; though we repreſent a 
Papiſt juſt as a Papiſt reprefents himſelf, as to his Faith 
and Practice, by we _ be Miſrepreſenters ; and then 
we may indeed be Miſrepreſenters for ought I know, 
if we may Miſrepreſent, when we ſay nothing but what 
15 true. 

If he can make good this, I muſt acknowledge him 
to be a man of Art; and therefore ſhall briefly examine 
how he proves it. | | 
_ Hefays, Miſrepreſenting ſeems to ſtand in opoſties top.s, 
Repreſenting , and proper Repreſenting being nothing more, 
thau the deſcribing or ſhewing a thing, as it u in its ſelf, as 
many ways , as a thing can be ſhewn otherwiſe than it u in 
its ſelf , ſo many ways my it be properly Miſrepreſented. 
| This 
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This-I agree to, and therefore let us proceed : Now 
(fays he) zt is certaiz, that for the deſcription to bear an 
exadt reſemblance with the thing, it muſt not- only agree 
with it in matter of fadl, but likewiſe in every other reſpett, 
which it pretends to declare, ag in motive, circumſtance, in- 
tention , end , &tc. The agreement in any one of theſe 
being enough to quite change the nature of the thing , not+ 
withſtanding the matter of fati being, ſtill the ſame. And 
this alſo Iagree in , that motives, circumſtances, intenti» 
on, end, are all to be confidered in repreſenting ; but I 
want a reaſon, why he diſtinguiſhes thele from the mat- 
> ter of fa& : for by matter of fa, 4 underſtand an aft 
on cloathed with all its circumſtances, without which, 

it is impoſſible truly to repreſent any aCtion : For cire 
cumſtances alter the nature of ations ; As ſuppoſe a man 

| be killed, this may be dane by accident, or with deſign, 

in heat of blood, or of premeditated malice, which makes 

it, either Chance-medley , Man-flaughter, or Murder ; 
and therefore the conſideration of theſe tlungs falls 

under the matter of fa&, and are the proper matters 

for a . Jury to inquire into,* who yet. are judges onely 

, of Fatt.. And thus I , underſtood matter of Fact, 
when I aſſerted, that we did not Miſreprefent the 
Church of Rome in any matter of Fatt; that we did 

not onely- charge them with, nothing: but. what they 

did , but that we truly Repreſented all the.circumſtan« 

ces of what they did , as far as the moral nature of the 

aCtion is concerned in it , and indeed I know not , how 

we can either Repreſeat, or Miſrepreſent any adtion 
without its circumſtances; we may tell what.is done, 
but the matter of the action is the leaſt thing. conſfide. - 

rable in Repreſenting , becauſe it may be. either-good 

or bad in moſt caſes, according to its different —_—

- And ſurely he will grant, that the two wanton 
Elders did foully bely Suſannah, though ſhe was alone and 
naked in'the Garden, and that they repreſented: the fact, 
quite otherwiſe than 1t was. 

And methinks our Author ſhould grant,that the Jews 
did miſrepreſent-matter of fa&t', when.they-charged our 
Saviour with being a Sabbath-breaker,a Glutton, a Friend 
of Publicans and Sinners, unlefshe will:fay that our Sa- 
viour. was allthis ; for if he were not, then they.did be- 
lye him in matter of fa&t ; and ſo they did the Apoſtles 
and Primitive Chriſtians, when they accuſed them as: 
Troublers of the City,and Movers of Sedition,that they 
murdered Infants , and eat their Fleſh;; that they Wor-. 
ſhipped the Sun, and adored an Aſſes head for God ; for 
I fuppoſe he will grant, that. the matter. of. fa&t- was

another end, than really it was ; bi. a man who tells 


the whole truth, not onely what wag done, but the end 


why, and the manner how it was gone, can be a Mil- 


repreſenter, the honeſteſt- man in theworld may be a Mif- 


repreſenter. 


When an aQtion is truly and fairly Repreſented, men: 
may {till paſs a falſe judgment upon that action; may 
think that evil and forbidden by God, which God has nor. 
forbid, or thatallowed and approved by God, which God: 


abhors ; but this is- not properly Miſrepreſenting., but _ 


judging falſly, which differ juſt as.,matter of Fa&t and 


matter of Law do-in Civil Afﬀar . In alt Cauſes Cri-. 
minal and Civil , there are twodj + j& queſtions ;-what

charge the Papiſts for aſſerting and believing, fach Blaſphe- 
mies,which they would ſooner looſe their lives than aſſent to : 
Which he has boldly athrmed without giving one in- 
ſtance of it; but as for judging of their Do@&rines and 
Practices, we do indeed paſs ſuch ajudgment on them, 
as I doubt not but they will call Miſrepreſenting ;. bat 


whether it be fo or no, is matter of Diſpute, and muſt be- 


decided by appealing to Scripture and Reaſon ; and we 
are not aſhamed of being called Miſrepreſenters by them, 
when that ſignifies no- more,than cenfuring and condem- 
ning their Faith and Practiſe.

And therefore the Anfwer to this logg harangue, is 
very ſhort and plain ; however the Clitfch of Eogland 
be Miſrepreſented, whether by Papiſts br Fanaticks, we 
juſtifie our ſelves either by denying matter of Fa& whea 
that is falſe , or by confuting the Charge : Weare not 
afraid of Diſputiog with aur Adverfaries. when that is

be amoved by their complaints , to beliey,3;that they are 
Miſrepreſented, all is well, and they hay 7 what they de-- 
fired ; but if you will be fo perverſe as not to believe 
that they are Miſreprefented, though they tell you they 
are , and will needs be a diſputing the petri with them, 
they have done with you ; for their buſineſs is not to 
Diſpute, but-to Repreſent. . The difference between us 
in this matter , is no more but this: We are not afraid 
of Miſrepreſentations , becauſe we know: we candefend 
our ſelves ; whereas they find they cannot defend them» -- 
ſelves, and therefore have no other remedy, but to com--

And yet I muſt confeſs , this'is'as artificial a way 
of ſaying nothing , as I have met with.

Confeſs and Repent ) in the time of their Health 
We teach men to confeſs their Sins to God, and to 
men too when there is occaſion for it, either to' re- 
concile themſelves to their Brother, or to receive 
Ghoſtly comfort and advice ; .and we teach them to 
Repent of their Sins, and reform them in time of 


Health, and ſhow them what great danger there is 


in a Death-bed Repentance, and how very ſeldom 
it proves true ; which is no. great encouragement to 
ſuch delays. But how the Diſlenters, who reject 
Confeſſion to a'Prieft, and the Popiſh Sacrament of 
Penance , themſelves, ſhould quarrel with us for 
doing fo, is ſomewhat ſtrange. 

But we pretend to a power of giving Abſolution, 
and never enjoyn it but in the laſt agony, which ( he 
fays.) is argament enough to conclude, there's no obli- 
gation of Repenting among ſt us, till death looks us in 
the face. But he has not improved this Argument 
ſo well ashe might ; for Abſolution is never enjoin-
